Irish legends. It was an advertising 
course, but I took off in my own direc- 
tion. So I started working as an il- 
lustrator with a portfolio which con- 
sisted largely of fantasy and legends. 
But I didn't really get much work in 
that line. I had to do a lot of book 
covers and magazine work, things like 
serials for women's magazines and Read- 
er's Digest. I did classics -- GULLI- 
VER'S TRAVELS, Dickens, etc. -- and a 
lot of historical romances. It was a 
very good grounding. The skills I 
picked up doing those eventually found 
their way into my other work. The one 
thing I did that really got me closer 
to fantasy was horror book covers. And 
I did a few covers that I really en- 
joyed, for people like Alan Garner." 
Lee became known to Americans through 
his association with Ian Ballantine. 
"My first work for him was in ONCE UPON 
A TIME. He invited Brian Froud and 
myself and several others to contribute 
to this collection of contemporary 
illustration. That put the idea of 
Brian and myself working in the same 
vein in his mind, and then when the 
possibility of doing FAERIES came up he 





put us together with the idea. The 
fact that we were living in the same 
house helped, and it all happened very 
naturally. 


ALAN LEE 








"It's been marvelous for me. If Ian 
Ballantine hadn't suggested it, I don't 
think I'd have had a major bestseller 
at this time. I'd probably still be 
doing book covers. I like books -- I'm 
essentially an illustrator. The work 
that I do is derived from what I read. 
I'd love to do an illustrated GORMEN- 
GHAST. Mervyn Peake was a wonderful 
illustrator, so you'd have to be very 
very careful. It would be easy to 
spoil it, jumping in and enthusing all 
over his vision. I'd also like to do 
more medieval romances. I don't want 
to go too far outside my own sphere. I 
don't like illustrations which attempt 
pastiche, Then I'm thinking of doing 
another theme book like CASTLES, on The 
Quest through the ages." 


The idea of the Quest could carry all 
the way through to the Space Age. What 
does Lee think of the possibility of 
moving from fantasy to science or sf? 
"I'm no good at drawing spaceships," he 
confesses. “Armor is fine, and flying 
dragons, but if I try and draw a space- 
ship it ends up looking rather Victo- 
rian, like some of your skyscrapers." 
On his travels through America, it's 
not streamlined high-technology but the 
intricacies of skyscraper castles that 
have captured Alan Lee's imagination, 
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
